TWO youths were 
yesterday being quest¬ 
ioned by police investi¬ 
gating an arson attack 
which devastated a 
Newmarket school. 

The boys, aged 13 and 14, 
were arrested by detec¬ 
tives following the blaze 
which ripped through St 
Felix Middle School. 

Both boys are from the New¬ 
market area and were being 
questioned by detectives at Bury 
St Edmunds police station. 

Police announced the arrests 
at the same time as they official- 
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ly confirmed that the blaze was 
being treated as arson. 

The entire school was wrecked 
in the blaze causing millions of 
pounds damage. It has left 
education chiefs with the head¬ 
ache of finding alternative 
accommodation for the 400 
pupils by the start of term in 
September. 

At its height more than 50 
firefighters tackled the blaze. 
Smoke drifted across the nearby 
A14 and could be seen up to 20 
miles away 

No-one was injured in the fire 
which broke out just before 4pm. 


Many pupils and former pupils 
were among those watching the 
blaze. 

Sarah Lowther, 27, whose hus¬ 
band Mick was one of the fire¬ 
fighters tackling the blaze, was 
an ex-pupil at the school which 
takes nine to 13 year olds. 

Mrs Lowther, of Leaders Way, 
Newmarket, said: “I was just 
coming back from Bury St 
Edmunds with Sarah Coombes, 
who was in my class at the 
school, and we just stopped for a 
quick look. 

“It was quite emotional 
because we felt our happiest time 
at school was at St Felix. It’s like 
seeing an old friend go down.” 

Former head of St Felix Tim 


Young, who still works at the 
school part-time, said: “I am 
devastated. I always felt the 
school had a place in the heart of 
the community and something 
like this really does tear at the 
heart. 

“I am desperately sad.” 

Cllr Chris Turner, Mayor of 
Newmarket and a former teach¬ 
er, said: “This will have a big 
impact on a lot of people. 

“It will be a shock to every¬ 
body Even my two children, who 
are 26 and 29, and are former 
pupils at the school, were 
shocked to hear about it.

“They had a really good 
time there and have a lot of 
happy memories. 

“I went to the school’s 
valediction ceremony for the 
Year 8s at the end of term and 
it would be a shame if that 
was the last one.” 

Mobile classrooms may be 
used to provide accommo¬ 
dation for St Felix pupils at the 
start of the autumn term. 

County council officials are 
understood to have had initial 
talks with representatives of 
Newmarket College about the 
possibility of using vacant 
land at its Exning Road site. 

Ian Brown, head of infra¬ 
structure and development in 
the county education depart¬ 
ment, said county officials 
were working “round the 
clock” to find alternative 
buildings for the school to use. 

“We are going to have to 
consider what arrangements 
we make whether they be at 
the current site or on alterna¬ 
tive sites,” he said. 

Although county officials 
had been unable to get onto 
the site as the Weekly News 
went to press, he said the 
initial assessment was that the 
entire school was a “write 
off”. He said: “This is very sad 
indeed.” 

He said the county would 
keep parents informed 
through the media about the 
alternative arrangements. 

St Felix is one of two middle 
schools in Newmarket whose 
futures are already in doubt 
with Suffolk County Council’s 
decision to reorganise edu¬ 
cation to a two-tier system 
from the current three-tier 
system.

Vampire writer stakes her claim to fame 


AN ASPIRING writer is 
celebrating after winning a clutch 
of literary awards for her stories 
about Buffy the Vampire Slayer. 
Lorraine Bentham, from Soham, 
is one of a growing number of 
amateur authors writing “fan 
fiction”, where fans pen their own 
stories about the adventures of 
film, TV and book characters. 

The tales are then posted on the 
internet, with fellow writers voting 
for their favourite stories each 
month. 

Lorraine, who writes using the 
name Mabel Marsters, is proving 


one of the upcoming genre’s 
most popular writers, scooping 
five awards since she started 
writing last August. 

She has even penned her own 
original novel, a black comedy 
about identity-swapping 
youngsters, following her 
success in the online world of fan 
fiction. 

She said: “I write in every spare 
moment and even take my laptop 
to work with me so I can write 
during my morning break. I write 
for about four hours every 
evening, producing between 


2,000 to 4,000 words a day. I’m 
totally addicted to it.” 

Like her schoolgirl-turned- 
vampire slayer heroine, Lorraine’s 
normal life couldn’t be further 
away from her dark alter-ego. 
During the day, she works at a 
stud farm in Chippenham, near 
Newmarket, training flat racing 
horses, and often competes 
herself in showjumping 
competitions. But it was a injury 
at work, which led her to unleash 
her creativity. 

She said: “I was laid up for three 
months after I was kicked really 


hard by a horse, which injured 
my knee ligaments. I’d just 
started writing and needed to do 
something to keep me sane, so I 
just wrote all day. 

“I posted on the internet, but 
didn’t think I’d win any awards as 
some people had been doing it 
for years. There are usually 
around 200 nominees in each 
round of the competition, so the 
competition is quite fierce. 

“It’s given me great confidence to 
write my own stories and it would 
great if they were published as a 
book.”

A DRINK-DRIVER has 
denied being responsible 
for setting fire to his car 
after it was involved in a 
crash. 

Kevin Streatfield was 
stopped by police as he 
walked home less than a mile 
from the spot where his 
Renault car was found on 
fire. 

But he told officers that he 
had not been behind the 
wheel when the car collided 
with a post at a pedestrian 
crossing in Exning Road, 
Newmarket. 

Neither was he responsible 
for driving the car to nearby 
Cotton End Road, Exning, 
where it was found on fire. 

He said an acquaintance 
who he knew only as Craig or 
Carl had driven the car and 
had set it alight. 

But Streatfield, 22, of 
Exning Road, Newmarket, 
admitted that he had driven 
the car earlier, when he was 
over the limit, from his home 
to the town’s De Niro’s night 
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club to pick up a jacket he 
had left there. 

Magistrates at Bury St 
Edmunds decided not to call 
further evidence to check his 
story and sentenced him for 
having excess alcohol and 
driving without insurance - 
charges he admitted. 

He was given a 14-month 
driving ban, which could be 
reduced to 11 months on 
completion of a rehabilit¬ 
ation course, and was fined 
£185. He was also ordered to 
pay a £15 victim surcharge 
and £60 prosecution costs. 

Sarah-Jane Atkins, pros¬ 
ecuting, said a number of 
members of the public 
witnessed a man running 
away from the car after the 
crash at 2.36am on July 18. 

They later found a blood¬ 
stained teeshirt in Streat- 
field’s garden and matched a 
blood stain on the pedestrian 
crossing post to him. 


Officers stopped him at 
3.50am as he walked in 
Church Street, Exning. 

He told them: “I’m fine. I 
just panicked.” 

When he was asked where 
his car was he said: “I’m not 
sure - not far away” 

It was found on fire 10 
minutes later. 

Streatfield gave a breath 
test reading of 54 micro¬ 
grams in 100 millilitres of 
breath. The legal alcohol 
limit is 35 micrograms. 

Mrs Atkins said Streat- 
field’s mother had told police 
that her gas lighter was 
missing. 

Jeremy Kendall, defence 
solicitor, said Streatfield had 
earlier come home from the 
nightclub by taxi. But he 
drove himself back there 
when he realised he had left 
his zip-up jacket there, 

He told the court that 
Streatfield had been a 
passenger in the car when 
the friend had crashed it and 
subsequently set fire to it.

Better understanding 
of proposal is needed 


Sir, In Weekly News, 
July 31, Cllr Pembroke, 
Suffolk County Council, 
eloquently describes 
the options in the 
unitary council 
proposal. 

Cllr Jaggard, Forest 
Heath District Council 
(FHDC), has also written 
separately to residents 
asking for their views. 

It is so important that 
there should be public 
response, although I 
fear we are probably 
going headlong in an 
unstoppable process. 

It could well be that a 
change might make a 
more efficient system 
but I cannot see where 
there will be an actual 
or visible difference. 
Reading Cllr Jaggard’s 
letter it is apparent that 
a workable situation 
has not yet been 
formulated. With lack of 
informative detail, I 
believe that any change 
could well be only the 
nameplate on the 
FHDC offices. 

For instance, it seems 
the machinery of the 
FHDC will probably 


grind on as it does now, 
the planners will plan, 
the rubbish collection 
will be by the same 
teams operating from 
the same depot. The 
grass will be cut by the 
same contractors, and 
all other services, will, 
on the face of it, 
operate just as before, 
so what does it all 
mean? 

The FHDC operates 
with 15 elected 
councillors, a 
commercial concern 
with a board of 
directors might well be 
about the same size. 
However the FHDC 
with itsl 5 councillors 
seems to be about the 
right number. Part of the 
review would be a 
reduction of councillors, 
who would operate in a 
larger area. This will also 
make it more difficult for 
the public to identify 
with their representative 
and get their views 
known. It probably 
would also mean that 
councillors would have 
to be “full time”. 

It is also difficult to see 


how the administration 
might change, unless of 
course it will remain 
unchanged! A question 
I have asked before is: 
What will happen to the 
FHDC “pot of gold” 
and will the 
administration staff 
levels increase or 
decrease? 

Even though a unitary 
authority appears to be 
a proposal at this stage, 
the draft of which does 
not, according to the 
leaflet, seem to agree 
with the FHDC concept. 

I personally find it very 
difficult to have positive 
thought on the matter 
with so much detail 
unexplained. 

It is a pity that such 
momentous changes 
cannot be put to the 
vote. Democracy where 
are you? 

I shall remain sceptical, 
as will no doubt other 
readers until abetter 
idea of the draft 
proposal is understood.

Details of options 
need discussing 


Sir, I must demur at the 
suggestion of Cllr Jeremy 
Pembroke, leader of 
Suffolk County Council, 
that there can only be two 
options re the local 
government review. 
Democratic principles 
surely allow that anybody 
can make whatever 
submissions they wish to 
the Boundary Committee. 
Interestingly, the view of 
Suffolk County Council 
Conservatives is at variance 
with the national party line 
and many Conservative 
district councillors. 
Presumably Mr Pembroke 
and his colleagues in 
arriving at their preference 
for a single unitary, a 
second choice of the 
Boundary Committee, 
considered all the options. 
They should, therefore, be 
able to advise re the 
structures, systems and 
associated finances of the 
different options to the 
extent of predicting any 
variations of Council Tax 
and services. 

One trusts that the Bound¬ 
ary Committee in deciding 
on the “Haven Gateway” 
and to eject Lowestoft from 


Suffolk were equally 
thorough in their study of 
logistics and finances. It will 
be most interesting to 
contrast and compare the 
thought and logic applied, 
if and when such studies 
are published. 

The Boundary Review is 
most important to Suffolk 
residents and one would 
not wish the wrong choice 
to be made through lack of 
information as seemingly 
happened in Eire re the EU 
vote, where the “If you 
don’t know, say NO” 
campaign held sway. 

Of course, Suffolk’s 
Boundary Review is not a 
voting matter: the decision 
will be taken at the end of 
the year in Westminster by 
a Secretary of State who, 
one hopes, will have all 
requisite information. 

It would be most useful, 
therefore, for comprehen¬ 
sive details of ALL options 
to be discussed before the 
closing date for submiss¬ 
ions to the Boundary 
Committee in September.

How to avoid being 
bamboozled as you 
buy your used car 


THE latest survey from 
RAC Inspections reveals 
that many people think 
they know a thing or two 
about cars when looking 
to buy. 65 per cent say 
they know the basics and 
don’t need friends or 
family to help them 
check under the bonnet. 

However many are taken in 
by the simplest things like 
shiny paintwork and a clean 
engine. RAC Inspections 
warns used car buyers to 
watch out for tricks used by 
unscrupulous sellers to hide 
faults or a dodgy past. 

“It’s easy to be taken in by 
gleaming paintwork and our 
survey shows that only 15 per 
cent would be suspicious of a 
used car with a spotless paint 
job,” explains Nicola Johnson, 
manager of RAC Inspections. 
“Similarly, 45 per cent 
wouldn’t be concerned about a 
cleaned engine bay, but these 
are both simple decoys to 
distract used car buyers from 
what’s really going on 
underneath the bonnet.” 

When it comes to standard 
checks, only 44 per cent would 
check the chassis numbers on 
the car match each other, 
while only 43 per cent would 
double check that the seller is 
the registered keeper. 
Continues Nicola Johnson: 
“With 65 per cent feeling 
confident that they know what 
to look for when buying a used 
car, it’s alarming to think that 
many wouldn’t think to 
confirm that the seller 
actually owns the vehicle. We 
advise everyone to conduct 
both a vehicle history check 
and a vehicle inspection to 
ensure they are bagging a 
bargain and not throwing 
money away on a nightmare 
on wheels.” 

An RAC Inspection will tell 
you whether a vehicle has any 
mechanical faults or has had 
major accident repair. The 


results of an inspection can 
provide reassurance on your 
potential purchase or enable 
you to negotiate with the 
seller on price or to arrange 
repairs. 

Avoid the seller’s tricks with 
RAC Inspections’ buyers 
guide. 

■ “Great car with low 
mileage” - Has the odometer 
been tampered with? Winding 
back the miles can add pounds 
to the value of the car, and can 
hide mileage-related service 
requirements. Check the 
mileage with an RAC Car Data 
Check, which accesses the 
National Mileage Register 
with more than 125 million 
mileage records on it. 

■ “I’ve had an argument with 
my boss to secure this” - The 
‘extra-nice’ dealer. If he’s been 
negotiating a trade in value 
with his boss behind the 
scenes, and “risked his job to 
get you a deal” then you 
should be on the alert. Be 
aware of your budget, and get 
a valuation both for the car 
you’re selling and the car 
you’re buying - do your 
research so that you aren’t 
taken for a ride. 

■ “The car’s back here” - Are 
you viewing it in full light, at 
the registered keeper’s 
address? Or is it parked 
against a wall, under cover 
with dim light, in a backstreet 
alley? Scratches and dents are 
harder to see in poor light, or 
if the paintwork is wet. A 
common stolen car scam is to 
sell vehicles from car parks or 
lay-bys - don’t fall for it. 

■ “It’s been spruced up just 
for you” - beware a clean 
engine bay. Most dealerships 
will clean the car from top to 
bottom as they want to display 
the car in its best light. 
However, sometimes this can 
be a ploy to disguise things 
such as leaks. A trained 
vehicle inspector stands a 
better chance of spotting any 
leaks than the untrained eye, 


so consider a vehicle 
inspection. 

■ “It looks just like new” - 
and some parts are. New 
fittings that are not 
appropriate for the age and 
mileage of the car should 
make you take a second look. 
If the car has had new pedal 
rubbers fitted, or a brand new 
gear knob, is excessive wear 
and tear being hidden? 

■ “I’ve not been able to locate 

the service history just 
now/The V5C is at the DVLA 
for an update” - Make sure 
you check the V5C and service 
history/MOT certificates. 
Although over time these can 
go missing, be very wary 
about incomplete 

documentation. Check the 
documentation matches the 
identity on the car, and that 
the VIN/chassis plates have 
not been tampered with or 
removed. 

■ “She’s all ready to go out for 
a spin” - Be wise to the warm 
engine prior to the test drive. 
Ideally start the car from both 
hot and cold. If the engine has 
been running prior to your 
test drive, there may be an 
issue around cold starts that 
is being hidden. 

■ Beware vendor 
demonstrations. They know 
just how to flick a switch, turn 
a knob or pull a handle to 
ensure correct functionality 
of a system. Best try the item 
yourself. 

■ When checking service 
history, ensure the 
maintenance book refers to 
the vehicle your looking at. 
One should be cautious if 
details appear to have been 
altered or show signs of being 
tampered with. 

■ Replacement tyres may have 
been fitted because of uneven 
tyre wear and may be 
masking the presence of 
steering, suspension and 
alignment concerns. New 
tyres look good but can mask 
significant defects.

MICHAEL Caine will cruise into 
the next two rounds of the Porsche 
Carrera Cup in Knock Hill with 
the series crown almost in touching 
distance after securing two more 
valuable wins at Oulton Park.
